ciery on the other, regardless of the language 
of the Constitution, the safety of society must 
be insured. 
In fact, it is recognized by these statements 
in equity and ax ioms in law that the only pur­ 
pose, finally , of the Constitution, is to serve so­ 
ciety —it is to preserve it and protect it—and 
any thing which is likely to destroy it can lie 
forbidden by authorities, in spite of the “due 
process of law” provision in the Constitution. 
Martial law can be declared, where all Con­ 
stitutional privileges of the individual are sus­ 
pended. 
The right of habeas corpus can tie 
denied, under certain conditions. 
The court had to overlook the learned and 
studied reasoning of the lawy ers, and took its 
stand on a higher ground. 
After all. courts 
make law. and the necessity of the situation 
drives the courts frequently to certain decisions 
contrary , apparently , to the letter of the statutes 
and of the Constitution itself. 


STEALING HYMN BOOKS 


.A man 1*1 Boston has been arrested for steal­ 
ing two hy mn books from the Episcopal cathe­ 
dral. 
Hi« defense is tha t they were given to 
him by a responsible member of the church 
while h« was attending the service. 
He went 
into the church as a stranger, he claims, ar­ 
riving with his wife just at the time the con­ 
gregation was rising to sing a hy mn. 
The re­ 
sponsible gentleman seated in the pew with him 
handed both him and his wife a hy mnbook. 
And he took it for granted that they were a 
present to strangers. 
The defense >s a bit thin and naive; but the 
interesting fact about the matter is that at least 
taking a hy mn book from the church has come 
to be a theft punishable by law. 
From time 
immemorial taking a hy mn book from 
the 
church has been practised by the best of people. 
Whenever a new hy mn book is introduced in 
a chimh, it is taken for granted that at least 
ten per cent of them will disappear after the 
first few Sunday s, never to lie seen again. 
There has never been a conscience in the church 
concerning the taking of hy mn books. The fact 
that a label is pasted on the outside of the book 
that the hy mn book is the property of the 
church, and must not be taken from the build­ 
ing, does not deter good people from taking 
them away . 
It has become a recognized cus­ 
tom that such a prohibition is not to be taken 
seriously . 
Any one w ho will observe the books in many 
homes laid on top of the piano or in the music 
rack will very often find the hy mn book of 
th« church there. 
The customary label is on 
it, or inside of the fly leaf is the name of one 
of the church people and the number of the 
pew where it belongs, but it never gets back to 
the church. 
If mother, or Lizzie, did not take 
it up continually and play out of it for the 
Sunday night sing at home, it might be at­ 
tributed to oversight. But hy mn books, like 
umbrellas arc 
ommon property . Ownership is 
limited to the man who happens to possess 
them at any given time. 
Here, at last, is a church w hich is determined 
to replevin its property or prosecute. It would 
be interesting to know 
how 
many 
of the 
churches here, as a result of this news item, 
will tind its store of hy mn books increased 
nex t Sunday . 
For those wdio may take these 
words a bit aeriously , vve beg to remind them 
that all this is a bit of satire intended to call 
attention to a practice w-hich has come down to 
us from the pious fathers through many gener­ 
ations.

A gleam of good sense and propriety 
must have come over them for the moment. 
The Bourbons of Pennsy lvania may learn 
some day that they are courting ruin in such 
methods.

Ships at sea in the ocean regions where hurri­ 
canes are born, thi* y ear will be called upon by 
the United States W eather B ureau to assist in w arn ­ 
ing coastal territory of the approach of those ra v­ 
aging winds which wreck shipping, tw ist cities into 
piles of debris, and take heavy toll of hum an lives. 
The W eather Bureau under a plan devised by E. 
B. Calvert, chief of the forecast division, in coopera­ 
tion w ith the Hadiom arine 
C orporation 
and 
the 
iSouth Porto Rico Sugar Company , has equipped its 
shore stations to com m unicate w ith vessels in the 
zones where hurricanes hatch. 
For the past six ty y ears the W eather B ureau has 
taken 
advantage 
of every 
advance in 
telegraph, 
telephone and radio facilities to obtain as full and 
as tim ely inform ation concerning the approach of 
hurricanes as is hum anly possible. 
Its present pro­ 
gram calls for dally w eather reports throughout the 
hurricane season, which ex tends from June to N o­ 
vember, from ship* which regularly traverse the 
seas w here storm s originate. This plan is being sup­ 
plem ented by another which includes direct calling 
of other ships in w aters w here tropical storm s are 
known or thought to ex ist. 
-Most of the hurricanes which w reak their venge­ 
ance 
upon our southeastern A tlantic 
Coast 
blow 
up in the A tlantic off the coast of A frica and in the 
vicinity of the Cape Verde Islands, as well as In the 
C aribbean Sea. 
As a rule they travel west or n o rth­ 
west, then turn to the north or northw est, though 
m any continue w estw ard to the C entral A m erican 
and N orth A m erican coast lines. News of these d is­ 
turbances, relay ed by w ay of ships’ radios, enables 
the W eather B ureau to issue reliable forecasts for 
those whose hom es and businesses are often thre a t­ 
en* 1 by these shrieking, devastating winds. 
The m ission of the W eather B ureau is one which 
has a far more intim ate and im portant place in our 
lives than most of us realize. It is more than merely 
a group of men paid by the Governm ent to guess 
w hether or not tom orrow is to be fair or rainy , cold 
or hot. It occupies one 
o f the most im portant niches 
in the w orking of our Federal Governm ent, and it 
is one of the most progressive, advanced and re ­ 
liable units of the entire bureaucracy .
